REMARKS 

This application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action dated 
July 25, 2007. Claims 12 to 27 are pending in the application, of which Claims 12, 16 to 18, 22 
and 26 are independent. Reconsideration and further examination are respectfully requested. 

Initially, the Examiner is respectfully requested to disregard the Supplemental 
Preliminary Amendment filed July 24, 2007. In a brief interview with the Examiner, the 
Examiner stated that while the Preliminary Amendment was filed July 24, 2007 one day before 
the mailing date of the present Office Action, the Preliminary Amendment would not be entered. 
While disregarding the July 24th Amendment, the Examiner is reminded that included therewith 
was an Information Disclosure Statement (IDS). The Examiner is respectfully requested to study 
in its entirety the information cited therein and to form an independent determination of the 
materiality of the information to the claimed invention. Additionally, the Examiner is requested 
to indicate that this information has been considered by initialing and returning the Form PTO- 
1449 which accompanied the IDS. 

Claims 7 to 1 1 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the claimed 
invention is allegedly directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 1 to 11 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) over U.S. Published Appln. No. 2002/0030849 (Takamiya). As Claims 
1 to 1 1 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer of subject matter, withdrawal of these 
rejections are respectfully requested. 

Turning to the new claims, Claim 12 is directed to an image forming apparatus for 
forming an image based on the profile downloaded via a network. The apparatus includes 
holding means for holding the downloaded profile; storage means for storing a list of attribute 
information of profile; determination means for determining whether or not the profile held in 
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the holding means is incorrect profile by comparing the attribute information of profile held in 
the holding means with the list of attribute information of profile stored in the storage means; 
and deletion means for deleting the profile held in the holding means, if it is determined that the 
profile held in the holding means is incorrect by the determination means. Thus, an image 
forming apparatus according to the present invention processes printing profiles. According to 
the present invention, it is possible to avoid a situation that an incorrect profile is downloaded 
and employed for a printed output. 

In contrast, the image forming apparatus disclosed in Takamiya processes 
external resources that refer to image data, graphic data, etc. Accordingly, the image forming 
apparatus according to the present invention is different from the image forming apparatus 
described in Takamiya in the objects being processed. 

Furthermore, the image forming apparatus according to the present invention 
determines whether or not the profile held in the holding means is incorrect profile and deletes 
the profile held in the holding means if it is determined that the profile is incorrect. In contrast, 
the image forming apparatus described in Takamiya determines whether or not a reference 
frequency is smaller than a deletion frequency for an external resource. If so, the image forming 
apparatus described in Takamiya deletes the external resources. 

Accordingly, Takamiya fails to disclose or suggest a determination means for 
determining whether or not a downloaded profile held in a holding means is an incorrect profile 
by comparing attribute information of the downloaded profile held in the holding means with a 
list of attribute information of a profile stored in a storage means. Furthermore, Takamiya fails 
to disclose a deletion means for deleting the downloaded profile held in the holding means, if it 
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is determined that the downloaded profile held in the holding means is incorrect by said 
determination means. 

In light of the deficiencies of Takamiya as discussed above, Applicant submits 
that independent Claim 12 is in condition for allowance and respectfully requests same. 

Amended independent Claims 17 and 18 are directed to a method and a computer- 
readable storage medium, respectively, substantially in accordance with the apparatus of Claim 
12. Accordingly, Applicant submits that Claims 17 and 18 are also in condition for allowance 
and respectfully requests same. 

Finally, Takamiya fails to disclose or suggest that the determination means 
determines whether or not the downloaded profile is an incorrect profile using attributes such as 
a profile name, a profile copyright, a profile color space or a profile format version, as is featured 
in Claims 16, 22, 26 and 27. Accordingly, Applicant submits that Claims 16, 22, 26 and 27 are 
also in condition for allowance for at least the same reasons as Claim 12 and respectfully 
requests their allowance. 

The other pending claims in this application are each dependent from the 
independent claims discussed above and are therefore believed patentable for at least the same 
reasons. Because each dependent claim is also deemed to define an additional aspect of the 
invention, however, the individual consideration of each on its own merits is respectfully 
requested. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, the entire application is 
believed to be in condition for allowance, and such action is respectfully requested at the 
Examiner's earliest convenience. 
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CONCLUSION 

The original claims as filed included 3 independent and 8 dependent claims for a 
total of 1 1 claims. The present claims include 7 independent and 8 dependent claims for a total 
of 15 claims. The Director is hereby authorized to charge the additional independent claims fee 
of $840 to Deposit Account 50-3939.
